He explained that were 
previous! required send a 
great deal of time filling out num- 
ber 9 cards, This slowed down 
the whole registration process. 
With numerous class cards to fill 
out, one of the big problems was 
the back-log of students waiting 
to use the writing tables, which 
also. slowed down the enrollment 


procedure. 

fhe most pressing problem in 
past registrations, however, was 
the fact that many students entered 
code and section num- 
bers on their cards. When this 
happened, the student would either 
be enrolled in the wrong class or 
the enroller would lose the card by 
mis-filing it. According to Rooney, 
the new system will eliminate such 
problems. 

Number 9 cards were formerly 
used to compile class lists for 
instructors. Last semester, the 
cards were sent as a group to each 
professor prior to the formal list. 
Rooney explained that, because of 
semester break, there would be 
time to issue class lists before 
classes start in February and the 


incorrect 


cards would not be needed as a 
preliminary enrollment list. 


One Exception 


One exception to the enrollment 
card policy holds in cases of 
courses which require instructor 
permission. Number 9 «ards may 
be picked up in the Administration 
Building or in the Women's Gym 
by students who must obtain pro- 
fessors’ signatures for enroll- 
ment. 

Another new registration policy 
implemented this year requires 
students to turn in their com- 
pleted number 4 grade mailing 
cards at the door as they enter 
the Gym. This plan was devised 
to help cut down on the number 
of cards students would have to 
fill out during registration. 

The two extra cards included 
in the packet are not part of the 
official registration materials. 
The traffic control cards and the 
drug poll cards must be turned 
in outside the gym. They are part 
of surveys being conducted by the 
ASSSC and off-campus groups.

Don’t Swipe That Book! 


Checkpoint ls Watching 


Checkpoint, a new electronic 
system designed to eliminate the 
loss of books from libraries, has 
been installed in the SSC Library. 

The new book- monitoring sys- 
tem, the first to be installed in 
an under-graduate college library 
in this country, has been put into 
operation during the Christmas 
recess, according to Gordon P, 
Martin, college librarian, 

Aiding in the installation has 
been Peter Stern, the president 
of Checkpoint Systems _ Incor- 
porated, the firm which manufac- 
tures the device, Stern is the 
co-inventor of the Checkpoint, 

According to Stern, Checkpoint 
works on a system of activated 
materials which are placed in 
books and other library materials. 
If such activated books, magazines, 
and newspapers are carried 
through an electronics field set up 
at the check-out desk, they im- 
mediately set off a sound alarm 
and the passout gate is locked,

Persons leaving the library are 
alerted by a sign near the exit 
which reminds them that books 
must be checked out, Books are 
taken from briefcases and passed 
through the circulating librarian 
outside the electronics field and 
returned to the borrower as he 
steps out from the field, 

Martin said that a $20,000 loss 
in misappropriated books and other 
materials is the reason that C heck- 
point has been installed at SSC. 

Stern estimated that once the 
present library holdings have been 
affixed with the sensitized identify - 
ing material, the annual cost for 
the treating of new books and 
materiais and the yearly cost of 
leasing the Checkpoint equipment 
together will barely reach one- 
third the cost of the present loss 
of books and materials, 

This past week, members of 
the library staff have been trained 
in the use of Checkpoint and the 
new system will now be in operation

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Sonorans: California’s First Miners

Sonora, a Mexican state south 
of Arizona, was the diffusion point 
of the southwest’s mining heritage. 
From here emerged the fision of 
the mining culture of Spain with 
elements of Aztec metallurgy. 

In California, the name James 
Marshall is always associated with 
the discovery of gold, and the rush 
of the 49ers. If one removes this 
gringo “curtain of purity’’, one 
finds Francisco Lopez, a Mexican 
herdsman who discovered gold in 
California on March 9, 1842, in 
the San Feliciana Canyon 40 miles 
west of Los Angeles. The reason 
that the word of this discovery 
was not as loud as that of Mar- 
shall’s was that most of the gold 
in large quantities was to be found 
in the interior precisely in the 
area that was not populated. Most 
of the gold mining between 1842- 
1849 was done on the coast be- 
tween Los Angeles and Santa Cruz, 

Sonorans were the first to hear 
of the Lopez discovery. Many of 
these gambussinos (professional 
prospectors) migrated north, and 
by 1848, five thousand had found 
their way to the gold fields. 


Mining Innovations 


They brought with them time- 
tested techniques of mining that 
were a great contribution to Cali- 
fornia mining technology. The 
vatea (a flat-bottomed pan or bow] 
with gently sloping sides) was 
introduced by the Sonorans. 
Sonorans also introduced the ‘‘dry- 
wash’’ method of mining that was 
badly needed in areas where there 
existed a shortage of water to clean 
the dirt from the gold. This method 
had an important bearing on the 
rapid exploitation of the mineral 
wealth in California. 

These Sonorans were looked on 
by the gringos with great contempt. 
Their cotton shirts, white panta- 
loons, sandals and huge som- 
breros earned them the name 
“calzonaires blancos”’, or ‘‘white 
breeches’’. By late 1849, most of 


the people in the southern mining 
districts in Calaveros, Tuolumne, 
Mariposa, Stanislaus and San 
Joaquin were Sonorans. Anatmos- 
phere of hostility was so great 
that it sanctioned fraud and murder 
against these people. In The 
Decline of the Californios, |-eonard 
Pitt writes that even when seeking 
an escape from California, Mexi- 
cans found the Americans lying 
in wait for them. On the Colo- 
rado River, a United States Army 
lieutenant had express orders ‘‘to 
make all Sonorans passing out of 
California with gold, pay a duty... 
and for my trouble, to put the

cluding 100 miles across desert. 


Where the gringos knew little 
of placer mining, they were totally 
lost in quartz mining. Quartz 
mining was needed when miners 
moved up-stream to where the 
gold had come from. 

“The first quartz ores in Cali- 
fornia were so rich in gold that 
the Mexicans treated them by hand 
mortars, but it was not long before 
they introduced the arrastre (more 
often spelled ‘‘arrostra’’) or 
“Chili mill’. In building an ar- 
rastra, the Mexicans constructed 
a circular stone pavement, in the 
cemer of which stood a post. To 
an arm extending out from the 
post a mule was hitched, or, in 
some cases, the arrastra was 
operated by a water wheel, The 
mule dragged a heavy piece of 
granite around the post which 
pulverized the quartz on the pave- 
ment. Once the quartz was pul- 
verized, the gold or silver was 
then amalgamated by the use of 
quicksilver. Primitive as it was, 
the arrastra could be built on 
the spot, required no manufactured 
or imported parts, and was simple 
to operate. Quartz mining might 
have been retarded for many years 
in the West had it not been for the 
Mexicans’ familiarity with the 
“rrastra, its use and con- 
stru tion.’’ (From McWilliams, 
North from Mexico 

History texts often cite Anglo- 
Saxon ingenuity for self govern- 
ment. With virtua'ly no mining 
law precedents, gringos did not 
codify mining laws out of thin air. 
Legal historian Holleck writes, 
“generally adopted, as being the 
best suited to their peculiar wants, 
the main principles of the mining 
laws of Spain and Mexica, by 
which the right of property in mines 
is made to depend upon discovery 
and deveiopmert.” These prin- 
ciples are common information to 
lawyers, yet historians still write 
eloquently in praise of the law 
making gringo 49ers and ignore 
over and over these Sonorans who 
gave so much to California. 

When one contemplates how 
deeply Mexican culture has been 
exploited for the benefit of all and 
then suppressed for the benefit of 
a racist clique, it truly mirrors a 
sham society.
